During his long career as 


teacher and lawyer, he has seen 
two generations grow and ma- 
ture, watched Dixon more than 
double in size, 
and 
witnessed 


changes in every business firm 
downtown. 


Native of Amboy 


Born in Amboy in 1867, he 


can recall the collapse of the 
Truesdale bridge here in 1873, and 
tells how his grandmother read 
newspaper accounts of the tragedy 
to him and showed him pictures 


, carried by Chicago papers. He al- 


so recalls the time a quiet but 
forceful young patriot, Abraham 
Lincoln, spoke here. 


Mr. Winn studied at Dixon col- 


lege and was graduated from that 
institution in 1890. He embarked 
on a teaching career then, teach- 
ing at Amboy and at Fulton col- 
lege. Meantime, he started to pre- 
pare for his career as a lawyer, 
"reading" 'law in his spare time 
for three years. 


Mr. Winn will live with his 


daughter, Esther Weaver, in Bish- 
op for the present, and is look- 
ing forward to his arrival there. 
He has plans for the future which 
will keep him busy, but he didn't 
care to discuss them. But Bishop, 
a mountain resort, is a favorite 
topic o^ his.

above sea level). Bishop, as Winn 
describes it, is a year-round sport- 
ing paradise.

Washington, Aug. 24—(API- 


White bread and flour will replace 
the famine emergency's "dark" 
variety in the nation's bakeries 
and grocery stores within two or 
three weeks. 
" And brewers and distillers will 
be allowed to increase their pro- 
duction Sept. 1. 


The changes will result from 


relaxation of government restric- 
tions imposed on the use of grains 
last winter to make more Ameri- 
can cereals available to the hun- 
gry abroad. 


Beginning Sept. 1 millers will be 


allowed to discontinue the manu- 
facture of "dark" flour, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Anderson an- 
nounced last night. 


Since March 1 they have been 


required to convert 80 per cent of 
the wheat kernel into flour. Next 
month they may return to the nor- 
mal 72 per cent extraction rate. A 
little time will be required to use 
up present stocks of dark flour 
and move the white flour into dis- 
tribution channels. 


Responsible Factors 


These easde restrictions were 


made possible, Anderson said, by 
this year's record crops of wheat 
and corn and by action of the price 
decontrol board in re-establishing 
ceilings on meat animals. Meat 
ceilings are expected to prevent 
"excessive" feeding of grain, par- 
ticularly wheat, to livestock. 


The improved grain supply out- 


look also made it possible, the sec- 
retary announced, to increase this 
country's grain export goal for the 
1.946-47 marketing year from 250,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and flour 
to a "probable total' 'of 400,000,- 
000 bushels of all grains and grain 
products. 


This compares with 417.000,000 


bushels exported to shortage areas 
abroad during thp past season. 


While millers will be allowed to 


return to white flour, they still 
must limit domestic distribution 
to 87 per cent of the quantity dis- 
tributed 
in 
the 
corresponding 


months last year. Food manufac- 
turers also will still be limited 
to the same percntage. 


Liquor distillers will be allot- 


ed 20 per cent-or 500.000 bush- 
els—more grain in September than 
in August. Regulations prohibit- 
ing the use of wheat and higher 
grades of corn and limiting the 
quantities of rye which may be 
used by distillers continue in ef- 
fect. 


Brewers Get Increase 


Makers of beer and ale will be 


granted 21.5 per cent more grain 
in the September-November quart- 
er than they otherwise would havp.

Job for the Big Brother 
In the past two months six ma- 


jor outrages have been committed 
by 
the 
Yugoslavian forces of 


Marshal Tito. 
On June 19 and 


again on June 30 Yugoslav patrols 
entered the Allied occupation zone 
of Venezia Giulia. in the Trieste 
aiea. on the latter occasion sur- 
rounding a British patrol with the 
explanation that they were acting 
on orders. On July 12 Yugoslavs 
crossed the boundary»of the Amer- 
ican sector of Venezia Giulia and 
twice fired without provocation 
upon investigating U. S. troops; 
on July 13 American soldiers dis- 
covered that Yugoslavs had again 
penetrated the area and had set 
up a machine-gun post near the 
scene of the previous day's trou- 
ble. 
On August 9 and on August 


19 American 
transport planes 


were attacked by Yugoslavian air- 
craft. 


Thus Yugoslavia—a small coun- 


try of small resources which could 
not hope to match herself against 
the might of the United States or 
Great 
Britain—amazes a 
war- 


weary world by seeming to ask for 
more trouble 


Why? The answer seems pat- 


ently obvious. 


Marshal Tito and his little na- 


tion move in the Soviet orbit of 
Eastern Europe. They, like other 
little rulers and other Httle na- 
tions, depend upon Russia for dip- 
lomatic and, if need be, military 
backing. 


The presumption Yugoslavia dis- 


plays is by no mean her owni ex- 
clusive property. 
The Romanian 


representative at the Paris peace 
conferences arises to laud the 
"USSR for the "moderation" of the 
war reparations she asks—and to 
announce 
that Romania, beaten 


axis satellite, will not pay the "ex- 
cessive"' reparations demanded by 
the Western Allies. The Bulgar- 
ian representative at Paris takes 
the floor for a scathing assault on 
Greec-c ajid demands that Bulgaria, 
Hitlerian ally, be given territory 
belonging to Greece, Hitlerian vic- 
tim. 


Nor is Yugoslavia alone in the 


apparent disregard of self-interest 
she exhibits. Small nation Poland 
repeatedly votes at Paris against 
giving small nations a greater say 
in the formation 
of

peace 


treaties—voting with large nation 
Russia. 


Yugoslavia's unwarranted bold- 


ness seems much like that of the 
little boy so 
familiar 
in every 


American neighborhood. He can't 
fight a lick himself—but he seeks, 
nevertheless, to impose his will on 
stronger playmates by threatening 
to send his big brother after them
